module designed to determine parameters for an optimal dispatch of generation 
between power plants within a subsystem, wherein each lower-layer computer is 
connected by lower-layer communications means to respective power plants of 
respective subsystems and the lower-layer computers are connected to a higher- 
layer computer via the higher-layer communications means.
